meters -The two concessions which were granted some 
time ago to Jose Garcia and Ernesto Diaz Rugama, both 
of the City of Mexico, have been consolidated. These con- 
cessions were for the building and operation of electric 
railway systems in the City of Mexico and between that 
city and adjacent suburban towns. Under the terms of the 
consolidated concession a franchise covering about 100 
kilometers of streets is granted.

J. A. Hinman is the locating 
engineer in charge of the Sierra Madre division of the road 
in Mexico. A. E. Stilwell is Pres., Kansas City, Me. -An 
amendment to the concession granted to the Mexican Coal 
& Coke Co. Nov. 28, 1899, for building and operating a 
railway between Mota and Barroteran, in northern Mexico, 
as been issued. Under the terms of this amendment the 
company is granted five years’ time from Dec. 10, 1901, in 
which to construct lines of railway to connect its coal 
mines with the Mexican National, the Mexican Central and 
the Mexican International railroads. 

CANALS, ETC.—Austria-Hungary.—U. 8S. Consul Frank 
D. Chester, of Budapest, Hungary, sends us the following 
regarding canal work, etc., in Hungary, it being a critic- 
ism of U. 8. Consul Mahin's (Reichenberg) report, sub- 
mitted some time ago: “‘The canalization in view was 
planned as far back as 1827. The Hungarian parliament 
of that year took into consideration the water route Buda- 
pest-Finnil, via Danube, Save and Kulpa rivers, the canals 
necessary in the lowlands between Szabadka, Szeged and 
Temervar, 
Valley in North Hungary necessary to the water connec- 
tion proposed between the Oder and Danube rivers by the 
Austrians. A Budapest engineer has written a bodk show- 
ing that the government can carry out the old plan by 
issuing 20-year bonds to the amount of $100,000,000. 
But, as Hungary will oppose for a while the Danube-Oder 
Canal in order to keep out cheap Silesian coal, it is no 
wonder that, as Consul-General Hurst reported June 15, 
1901, the Austrian government was empowered to choose 
the exact route for any canals built. Consul Mahin pointed 
out on May 20 the further fact that the Austrians will 
first content themselves with improving the navigable- 
ness of the Austrian rivers."’ Any American firm, which

MACHINERY, ETC.—Siberia, Russia.—The ‘British 
Board of Trade Journal’ reports as follows regarding 
trade in Siberia, by way of Vladivostock: The Vladivo- 
stock custom house begun its functions Jan. 1, 1901. This 
measure has had an effect on the trade of the port, the 
import duties affecting principally manufactured articles, 
and scarcely touching products of prime necessity, except 
flour and rice, which are not produced in the country. 
The following is a list of articles that can be imported 
into Viadivostock free of duty: Salt, brick, steel, steel 
and iron needles, steel, iron and tin plate articles, iron 
and steel scales (except finely balanced kinds used by 
chemists), iron and steel machinery, fron and wire nails, 
iron and steel scythes, iron in bars, sheet iron, tin plate, 
cast iron, rivets, tools, wheels, locks, tables, sewing ma- 
chines, carpets and rugs, furniture, glass and glassware, 
alabaster, asphalt, bicycles, bottles, bricks, maps, leather 
straps, driving belts, etc. Owing to the great fluctuat ons 
in the rates for transport into the int rior, exporters will 
do well to fix their prices ‘‘c. {. f."" Viadivostock or Port 
Arthur, 80 as to avcid the risk in transporting the goods 
by river or rail. The articles imported into Manchuria 
are the same as those usally exported to China, viz., 
manufactured articles, spirits, candies, window glass, 
arms for Euronveans, ete Manchuria exports raw ma- 
terials, viz., cereals, oil cakeS, bristles, wool, etc.
